This Pookel Dictionary is intended to supply Merchants with the means 
of interpreting all orders from Spain and its Colonies, Mexico, and Central 
and Sonth America. The Author, during many years, has acted as trans- 
lator of these orders, for various houses ; and the present little Guide 
includes the technical terms for all articles ordered for the above-named 
markets, directly or indirectly from Binmngham establishments, that 
have come within his extensive experience. He can confidently affirm, 
therefore, that it embodies the correct translation of the technical terms 
employed by correspondents in these different countries, and that it will, 
in consequence, be found invaluable and indispensable in all merchants' 
offices. Besides, it will serve as a complete list of goods for exportation, 
usually ordered from Birmingham, by London, liverpool, and Manchester 
houses, for the same markets. 

Another thing the author would call attention to, is that no Dictionary 
gives these Technical Terms, as they are not pure Spanish, but sometimes 
Indian words rendered into Spanish, and sometimes English, French, 
German, Italian or Portuguese words under a Spanish adaptation. At 
the same time the usual French and Portuguese terms employed in 
Spanish countries, are given, a$ used there, though they are not always 
pure. 
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The terms supplied are those nsed in orders, not that they are eorreot or 
pore Spanish, bat beoanse they are more or less impure, and can only be 
known through experience. 

For these reasons, the Author assnmes that the work will famish to 
Merchants a reliable and nsefol guide for their purposes. 

The price may be considered high, bat it is on account of the limited 
mumber of copies that can possibly be sold, as the work will only commend 
itself to persons having some relation with countries in which Spanish i» 
the native tongue, however corrupted. 

But, notwithstanding the high price, the Author hopes to meet with 
sufficient encouragement to enable him to publish the whole work, which
